per cent. of the bill. Messrs. 
Weddle remarked that the Can- 
adian supply continues to dim- 
inish, The shipment of cattle in 
1905 was 190,815 and in 1908 it 
fell off to 121,076, a decline of 
69,737 head—sheep from 33,201 
to 12,167, but beef had increased 


‘| from 267 to 902 tone. 


The shipments from the 
United States likewise show a 
decrease all round, compared 
with the previous year of 83,751 
head of cattle, 24,366 sheep, and 
49,778 long tons of beef. They 
also draw attention to the fact 
that ‘‘the exporting power of the 
United States has ‘shrunk 
materially in recent years, but 
the acquisition of freezing works 
in Argentine by North American 
operators is now beginning to 
counteract that shrinkage.” 

Australia, New Zealand, and 
the Argentine combined sent a 
slight increase of frozen and 
chilled beef, but les- mutton and 
lamb campared with 1907. These 
countries sent beef to the 
equivalent of 638,860 head of 
caltle and 9,651,418 sheep and 
lambs. 

The steamers engaged in this 
trade from these three countries 
number 190, aggregating acapa- 
city in their chilled and refriger- 
ating chambers of 804,620 long 
tons. The cooling and refriger- 
ating plants attached to the 
abattoirs throughout these coun- 
tries have a combined capacity 
of 5,860 tons per day with a cold 
storage capacity for 111,350 tons. 

The refrigerator and cold stor- 
age capacity to deal with the im- 
port of meat into London is 
68,250 tons. At all the other large 
| British ports there are extensive 
cold storage warehouses devoted 
entirely to this trade. . 

The proportion of beef, mutton 
and lamb of all kinds impo. ted 
from all countries ‘to the total 
British consumption is 85 per 
cent; the proportion of chilled 
and frozen meat is 20 per cent. 

The Argentine during the last 
20 years increased her exports to 
the United Kingdom from 1,470 in 
1889 to 575,160 head of cattle in 
1908, shipped as frozen and 
chilled beef. :
